4.. I^e inauguration of a system of 
public industries for the employment of 
the unemployed, the public credit to be 
utilixed for that purpose, in order that 
the workers may receive the product of 
their toil. 

5, The education of all children op to 
the age of 18-years, and state and mu¬ 
nicipal aid for books, clothing and food. 

Equal civil and political rights for 
men and women. 

7. The initiative and referendum, pro¬ 
portional represents Jon and the right ot 
recall of repreiu'ntatives by their constit¬ 
uents.
